"homogenous" does not appear to have come up in the Examiner Interview with the aoolicants' attorney (see interview summary). The 
metal in Horino is covalentiv bonded to the silicon through oxvgen atom. Applicants have not shown experimental result showing that 
the particle of Horino is not a hvbrid while the particle of the claims is a hvbrld. Claim 1 is directed to a powder product and not to the 
method of preparing the powder product and how the product is formed is not critical in a product claim. A proper experimental 
showing providing data that clearly shows that the prior art powder does not contain hvbrid particles of metal oxide covalentiv bonded to 
silicon through oxygen atom is not provided. The response given in the final office action applies to the remarks. The declaration 
does not contain experimental data showing that the particles of the prior art are different from the particles of the prior art . 
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
